Tax-relief 

bill vetoed 

■ Front-Loading of the prop- 
erty tax relief bill. House Bill 
4250, was vetoed by Governor 
William Milliken on Wednes- 
day, December 30, reported 
Romulus City Treasurer, Be- 
verly Me Anally. 

‘We have watched this bill 
with great interest,” Me Anal- 
ly said, “because it would 
have had considerable im- 
pact on the staff in the 
Treasurer’s office due to the 
preparation of documents 
and adjustment to the roll.” 

House Bill 4250 would have 
increased the amount of prop- 
erty tax relief awarded to 
eligible taxpayers and pro- 
vided for advance payment of 
the rebates. Estimated cost 
of the provisions of the bill 
was set at $150 million dol- 
lars, a major factor in the 
governor’s veto. 

As a result of the veto, tax- 
payers who qualify will file 
for their rebates as they have 
in previous years either with 
their state income tax forms 
or on forms available in the 
Assessor’s Office in City Hall.

Fire mars holidays 


What was to be the ending of a beautiful Christmas and 
Holiday season was marred by fire for the R.M. Petrie family 
of Romulus. 

The Petries, who reside at 35780 Mary, saw all their helong- 
ings go up in smoke Monday in a lire which officials say may 
have been triggered by a short circuited electric wire on the 
Christmas tree. 

According to reports, Mrs. Petrie was taking down Christ- 
mas tree ornaments Monday morning when the ladder she 
was standing on suddenly gave way. hurtling her to the floor. 

Mrs. Petrie believed she sprained or broke her leg and 
immediately went to seek help from a doctor. 

When she returned, she saw the house in flames. 

Firefighters responded to the house at approximately 9:30 
a m. and fought the blaze. 


‘The floor where the Christmas tree had stood had burned 
through,’ J said Romulus Fire Chief John Wilhide, “therefore, 
we’re speculating that the fire was caused by a short circuit on 
the tree It’s a pity, but these things do happen. The house was 
completely destroyed. 

“However, I really can’t give an estimate of the total dam- 
age and, of course, were still investigating to find the cause of 
the blaze.” 

In an unrelated story. Chief Wilhide said that the winds that 
struck Romulus and the area did little damage to the city. 

“We did have a downed power line that may have - and I 
repeat - may have caused a fire,” said Wilhide, “but there 
were no injuries directly or indirectly caused by those high 
winds to my knowledge.”

The hold-up spree continued into the 
night as a white male, using a handgun, 
stuck up an employee of the Total Gas 
Station at Middlebelt and Eureka and 
escaped with approximately $100 

“Needless to say we re asking any and 
all citizens who have information about 
these robberies to step forward,” said 
Chief Flood. “We hope people out there 
may have seen something that may help 
us put the robbers behind bars.”

Murder suspect 
faces court 
exam Jan. 13 

A 37-year-old self-employed Romulus man, accused of the rifle- 
slaying of a 10-year-old Romulus girl and injuring three other 
members of the same family, will face preliminary examination 
Wednesday, Jan. 13 in 34th District Court. 

The suspect, Ronald George Taylor Jr., of Romulus, is accused 
of the first degree murder of Monica Webb, one of two twins of the 
Webb family that was injured after an altercation at the Webb 
home located at 11049 Moore. 


Taylor also faces charges of five 
counts of assault with intent to commit 
murder and one count of using a firearm 
in committing a felony. He was reman- 
ded to Wayne County Jail without bond 
pending his hearing in the Romulus Dis- 
trict Courtroom. 

According to Romulus Police Sgt. 
David Early, Taylor had known the 
Webb family for little over one month 
He had been in the Webb dwelling prior 
to his arrest and ejected by the Webb 
family after using profanity. 

“The verbal exchange between 
Taylor and Mr. Webb ended with the 
suspect leaving the house,” said Sgt. 
Webb. “Taylor reportedly came back 
and opened fire on the house.” 

One of the bullets struck Monica 
Webb, who was watching television with 
her sisters. A second bullet also struck 
Monica’s twin sister. A brother as well 
as Mrs. Webb, Eva, was also struck by 
an estimated 8 to 10 shots fired by the 
suspect. v 

Mr. Webb managed to get his family 
out of the house and drove them to Anna- 
polis Hospital in Wayne where Monica 
was pronounced dead on arrival. 

In the meantime, police responded to 
the s^ene and heard shooting behind the 
house. Police said they saw the suspect 
leap into his vehicle and attempt to 
escape, but the car became bogged in 
snow. 

Police nabbed the suspect at the scene 
and confiscated what they believe to be 
the murder weapon. 

Taylor was taken to an out-county 
courtroom where he was charged on one 
count of first degree murder, five counts 
of assault with the intent to murder and 
one count of felony with a firearm He 
stood mute to all charges.

Van Buren 
board may 
face recall 

The political storm hovering over Van 
Buren Township for the past few months 
erupted last week as a group identified 
as “Citizens to Recall the Van Buren 
Board of Trustees ” has announced that 
it will attempt to remove from office all 
seven members of the board 

Ronald Yurchak. who is spearheading 
the recall drive, said that his group is 
deeply concerned over recent decision 
by the board which are detrimental to 
the welfare of the citizens of this 
township.” 

Yurchak said the recent appointment 
of Richaixi Debs as police commander is 
“but one example of the calluousness 
shown by the board toward the welfare 
of this township. ” 

Debs, elevated to the police comman- 
der’s post after only three months on the 
’ force, is the subject of a township inves- 
tigafion. Debs has had several con- 
frontations with law enforcement agen- 
cies and is presently being investigated 
by the Michigan secretary of state’s 
office for reportedly possessing two 
driver’s licenses. 

Yurchak said that Debs is not the only 
reason he and his group are demanding 
that the entire board be recalled 

“Mr. Debs is the symptom of a disease 
in the township.” Yurchak said “His 
(Deb’s) removal doesn’t eliminate the 
disease The people of Van Buren 
Township must cope with the decisions 
being made by the township board, 
which put Debs into office ” 

The petitions will ask for the recall of 
Township Supervisor Patricia Cullin. 
Treasurer Tom VVelty. Township Clerk 
Doreen Craven, and trustees Chester 
Wojie. Tim Toohey. Fred Domen and 
Darwin Kureth. 

While Domen may be included in the 
recall at this point . he may not be around 
to face the voters. Last month he in- 
formed the township board that he will 
resign this month The board has not 
acted upon his resignation. 

Domen, along with Kureth, were the 
only two board members who voted 
against the Debs’ appointment 

Debs, who is president of the UAW 
Local 1776 in Ypsilanti. accepted the 
part-time police commander s job on 
Nov. 10 His acceptance allegedly pre- 
cipitated the early retirement of ex- 
police chief George Montgomery < Read 
today’s editorial on Page A-lOi Debs is 
receiving $15,025 per year for his part- 
time job in Van Buren

present reform bills 


State Rep. Sylvia Skrel ( R-Livonia ) . a 
member of the House Public Utilities 
Committee, revealed today that the 
Utility Reform Task Force will intro- 
duce a package of bills designed to re- 
vise law's relating to utility regulation in 
Michigan. 

•‘Testimony has been given before our 
Public Utilities Committee regarding 
Draft 10 of the Purchased Gas Adjust- 
ment clause bill, the bill I am most in- 
terested in as a part of this package.' 
Skrel said * This bill deals specifically 
with the automatic pass-through of 
prices from producers to distributors 
and in turn represents about 80 percent 
of the amount customers pay for natural 
gas.” 

It has been reported last September 
that natural gas customers would ex- 
perience substantial increases in the 


amount they pay for natural gas as a 
result of the planned use of Algerian li- 
quefied natural gas. 

“The anticipated deliveries of the 
Algerian LNG have not yet begun * ' Skrel 
pointed out. “and those deliveries are 
not now expected to begin until early 
next year.” Skrel predicted that there 
would be no substantial increase in cus- 
tomers’ heating bills until next March, if 
the present timetable holds. Further 
downward adjustments may even be 
made to those customers on the Equal 
Monthly Payment Plan.” Skrel added 

“I am optimistic that we will end up 
with an equitable and balanced package 
of six bills But if this legislation is not 
forthcoming by the time we reconvene 
in January, I pledge to do all in my pow- 
er to see that the issue is resolved im- 
mediately.” the Livonia Republican 
added

To sleep or not to sleep

I awoke at 5 a m this morning to dis- 
cover that the fig I dreamed I was eating 
on a beach in the Caribbean was only the 
soggy nose of my tw o vear-old son’s ted- 
dy bear I further discovered that the 
peculiar odor of the fig ment of my 
imagination was. in reality, the dia- 
pered derriere of the teddy bear s ow n- 
er. who is seated on my pillow engaged 
in a soliloquy with the ursa minor w'hose 
nose I had just fondled with my taste 
buds He was presumablv encouraging 
both myself and the bear to continue this 
wonderful new game he had invented 
The father of the teddy bear’s owner 
was not. however, so enamored of this 
sport and so quit the society of this 
morning menagerie, and spent the next 
two hours sleeping downstairs on the liv- 
ing room couch, while Jonathan con- 
spired to feed his teddy bear s nose and 
other parts to my wife (who. by the way. 
could probably sleep at the General 
Motors Diesel Engine testing grounds in 


broad daylight > 

Why is it. I wondered that some peo- 
ple. like myself seem to require so 
much more sleep than others, even 
though the strenuousness of the pre- 
vious days travails may not have ex- 
ceeded that of the person who requires 
only a few' hours sleep a night (i e. the 
teddy bear s owner). Could it be that 
some people are just lazy and unmoti- 
vated. and so sleep more as a substitute 
for accomplishment 0 Probably not — 
some of the laziest most unmotivated 
people I ever knew could stay awake for 
two days in a row playing hearts or 
pinochle, while seated on the edges of 
their beds at medical school Five and 
a-hair seconds of sitting on any kind of 
bed , and I mas good as a huge target for 
the sandman who proceeds to dump a 
w'hole dumptruck full of a mixture of 
sand and Sominex on me. 

Studies show that the average adult 
sleeps eight hours a night, and that the 
average child, under the age of three, 
sleeps about ten hours a night (unfortu- 
nately. my 2 l 2 -year-old sons haven’t 
had an opportunity to read these studies 
yet ! ) ; there are however, many adults 
w'ho require only three to four hours of 
sleep per night w hile others seem to re- 
quire 10 to 12hoursofsleepsoasnot to be 
somnolent during the day. If you feel 
that you are getting enough sleep at 
night and are still somnolent or actually 


falling asleep during the day. you may 
be: (1) getting too little sleep, (2) suffer- 
ing from a sleep disorder or depression, 
or (3) suffering from some other physic- 
al ailment which is taxing your body's 
metabolic storehouse 

One of the least w r ell understood sleep 
disorders is narcolepsy. In this disease 
state, the affected person may actually 
fall asleep many times a day despite 
presumably ’normal” amounts of sleep 
the previous night. Some of the other 
problems which these persons may have 
are: (a) hypnagogic hallucinations — 
Visual and or auditory hallucinations 
which occur at the onset of sleep These 
persons are mentally quite normal dur- 
ing wakefulness, however; (b) sleep pa- 
ralysis — this consists of the inability to 
move any limbs at the onset of sleep, and 
may be quite frightening (especially if 
in your hypnagogic hallucinations you 
see lions and tigers coming after you) ; 
and ( c ) cataplexy — this is a generalized 
muscular weakness which comes on 
suddenly and seems to follow emotional 
states in the patient with narcolepsy 
such as laughing or crying, during 
which the patient falls helplessly to the 
ground. 

Fortunately, narcolepsy is a relative- 
ly rare disorder, and the Mayo Clinic 
reports that the disease accounts for 1 
out of every 8.610 hospital admissions in 
that institution. Furthermore, the 


somnolents can usually be relieved in all 
cases with the use of drugs such as! 
amphetamines and Ritalin 
If you have difficulty staying awake 
during the day. and feel you are getting 
enough sleep during the night, contract 
your doctor You may be suffering from 
some sort of sleep disorder like nar- 
colepsy or some other medical problem 
which is amenable to intervention by a 
physician Next week. I will discuss 
snoring and its sometimes lethal side

Lundquist had worked for the firm 
which currently holds the city ’s rubbish 
collection contract. He now works fora 
trucking firm. 

The mayor-elect believes that Lund 
quist’s experience and 4 his involvement 
withthecity" makes him “an important 
part of my administration." 

Not being replaced along with Gun- 
ther was Wiacek. In fact, the director- 
ship of the department on aging will be 
assigned temporarily to Parks and Re- 
creation Director Ralph Tack Picker- 
ing intends to maintain the depart- 
ment's activities, while cutting adminis- 
trative costs. He stressed that a full eva- 
luation will be conducted in regards to 
the organization and activities of the de- 
partment and that recommendations 
will be made pertaining to the depart- 
ment’s future during budget delibera- 
tions later next year.

Hertel blasts probe 
of county accounting 


Calling the situation the all too famil- 
iar one of government bungling, ineffi- 
ciency and whitewash. State Senator 
John Hertel (D-Harper Woods) has 
attacked the State Department of Treas- 
ury for their handling of an investigation 
of accounting practices of Wayne 
County. 

In a letter to the State Treasurer, Her- 
tel criticized a study which was initiated 
by State Accountants in January 1979 
and never completed. The study con- 
tinued for eight months and was discon- 
tinued when State Auditors declared 
Wayne County’s books unauditable, be- 
cause the county was not in compliance 
with standard accounting procedures as 
required by law. The State’s Uniform 
Accounting Act. passed in 1968, requires 
local government bodies to adopt stan- 
dardized accounting methods to allow 
effective state oversight. 

"The State Department of Treasury 
has a legal responsibility to oversee loc- 
al government budgets and should have 
enforced the law", said Hertel, who 
further criticized the state for failing to 
issue a report of the study and for not 
making materials collected during the 
study available for public inspection. 

Following the aborted state study, the 
Treasury Department contracted with 
Arthur Anderson and Company, a pri- 
vate accounting firm, to conduct a new' 
study designed to bring Wayne County 


into compliance with modern account- 
ing standards . The first stage of this pro- 
ject has been completed at a cost of 
$200,000 and the second stage, due to be 
completed during this fiscal year, calls 
for an additional $417,518 of state 
money. 

“The state has not even had the good 
sense to turn over the work they had 
already completed to Arthur Anderson 
to make that firm’s work anv easier". 
Hertel said 

From what I have been told, the 
Wayne County auditors have been play- 
ing games with the books for years. The 
Wayne County jail construction money 
is a good example This money comes 
from an earmarked tax, passed by the 
overs in 1976. When the tax money has 
been collected each year, the auditors 
have failed to deposit the money in a 
segregated account for as long as a year 
after it is collected. This helps give the 
county the false appearance of having a 
balanced budget." 

“Wayne County has three full time, 
elected auditors and there is no reason 
that the county’s books should not be in 
compliance with state law r and accepted 
accounting practices. The w hole mess is 
just another example of why it is vitally 
important that the county government 
be reorganized under a new charter , ’ he 
added.

Eight national leaders of Iran’s persecuted Bahai 
religious minority were arrested Dec 20 as they met 
in a private home, according to Changiz Geula of the 
Spirtual Assembly of Detroit. They were holding a 
session of the National Bahai governing body, when 
authorities seized them along with two other Bahai is 
Two w omen are among the 10 detainees spirited away 
to an undisclosed place. 

“This is the second group of national Baha’i leaders 
taken into custody,” Geula said, “and it is clear that 
authorities intend to pursue their diabolical scheme to 
destroy the Baha’i community by cutting down its 
leadership ” In August 1980. revolutionary guards- 
men arrested all nine members of the national Baha i 
assembly, and authorities have consistently dis- 
avowed any knowledge of their whereabouts This 


time they did not get all nine ; one w as absent from the 
meeting 

According to Geula : “We are witnessing a systema- 
tic and well-orchestrated campaign to annihilate the 
Baha’i religion in the land of its origin.” 

News of these arrests comes only a few days after 
reports of the confiscation of more Baha i properties 
and the destruction of another Baha'i Shrine in Iran 
Authorities expropriated the Baha’i cemetery in 
Tehran, leaving thousands of Baha’is there without a 
place to bury their dead The house of the Baha 'i reli- 
gion’s prophet-founder in Takur, known as the House 
of Baha u llah. was destroyed, and the land and gar 
dens surrounding the shrine were offered for sale to 
the public. 


Scores of local Baha’i leaders have been arrested 
and executed for practicing their religion, during the 
last 18 months Their charges have included such spu- 
rious accusations as "creating discord and disunity 
amongst Moslems" and fighting God and his Messen- 
ger,” Ceula said 

• Iranian authorities fail to realize that their assaults 
on the Bahai’ leadership have not produced the in- 
tended result of demoralizing the Baha i com munity . 
Geula asserted In every instance. Baha is have 
elected new r leaders to replace those executed or in- 
carcerated". 

Rank and file Bahai s also have been the victims of 
persecution aimed at forcing them to recant their 
faith Reports of sudden arrests the confiscation of 
personal property, the seizure of Baha l-owned 


businesses, the looting of Baha'i homes, the depriva 
tion of livelihoods and educational opportunities 
abductions and other forms of intimidation have per 
sisted over the last two years 

Since its inception in Iran 137 years ago. the Baha i 
religion has aroused the opposition of Iran s furi 
damentalist clergy, who regard the religion as a 
heresy Baha'is believe that the founder of their reli 
gion, Baha u llah, is the most recent prophet of God 
His teachings about the common foundation of the 
world's religions, the oneness of all the races of 
humankind the equality of men and women and the 
necessity of establishing a world government for the 
maintenance of a lasting peace have stirred the vio 
lent opposition of the fundamentalist elements in Iran

Warning: Thin ice can be fatal 


A driver’s ability to cope with winter 
traction problems is directly related to 
the motorist s determination to reduce 
the risks. 

This is the contention of a nationally 
recognized accident investigator and 
authority on accident reconstruction — 
Archie H. Easton. 

Easton s other qualifications for help- 
ing you survive the worst that winter 
can throw your way include 30 years of 
service as director of the University of 
Wisconsin’s Motor Vehicle Research 
Laboratory and 13 years as chairman of 
the National Safety Council’s Commit- 
tee on Winter Driving Hazards. 

Easton is currently serving as con- 
sulting engineer for Safety Engineering 
Associates, a Madison, Wisconsin, firm 
specializing in automotive accident in- 
vestigation and product liability. 

“If I have a choice,’’ Easton asserts, 
“I’ll ride with a driver who buckles-up 
the njinute he slides behind the wheel of 
his yehicle. That driver has not suc- 
cumbed to the often disastrous attitude 
that 'it-can’t-happen-to-me.’” 

Easton’s point : the driver who recog- 
nizes the value of safety restraints — for 
himself, his passengers and his children 
— also understands that the restraint 
system will keep the people in his vehi- 
cle from being thrown around inside his 
car in case of a skid/wreck situation re- 
gardless of who’s at fault. 

He stands a better chance of keeping 


control of himself and his car and that, 
according to Easton, is making a choice 
that lowers the risks. 

Other safeguards include the type of 
tires and traction aids the motorist puts 
between his vehicle and icy or snowy 
road surfaces. 

Easton cited skid test findings de- 
veloped over years of research : 

A tire's traction ability is related 
more to tread design and compound 
than to its construction. In short, either 
a radial or bias belted with a standard 
highway tread will perform about equal- 
ly well on winter slick surfaces. 

Conventional snow tires (without 
studs) show little or no improvement in 
stopping ability on ice when compared 
to regular tires. However, as their name 
suggests, snow tires perform consider- 
ably better on loosely packed snow, 
where they produce 51 percent better 
pulling or traction ability than regular 
highway tires. On glare ice. their trac- 
tion ability is about 28 percent better 
than regular tires. 

Studded snow tires on the rear wheels 
(where their use is permitted) reduce 
stopping distances on ice by about 19 
percent. 

The old-standby — reinforced tire 
chains — is still best. They reduce brak- 
ing distances on ice by 50 percent. They 
produce from four to seven times the 
pulling ability of conventional tires on 
snow and ice. 


Some new models — down sized and 
front wheel drive — require limited 
clearance chains (type PL chains). 
Your dealer or mechanic can recom- 
mend the proper type 

Another caution Easton emphasized 
is the fact that snow tires must be ra- 
dials if the other tires on the non-drive 
wheels are radials. Otherwise a danger- 
ous “fish-tailing’’ or other instability 
can result causing the driver to lose con- 
trol of the vehicle. 

“Regardless of the type of traction aid 
used,’’ Easton warned, “at no time on 
snow or ice will the resulting traction be 
near that of conventional tires on dry 
pavement.’’ 

As an example of the differences. Eas- 
ton commented that 20 mph on an icy 
stretch may produce a stopping dis- 
tance equal to that resulting from a 
speed of 60 mph under normal dry pave- 
ment conditions. 

Getting the “feel’’ of the road is re- 
commended — gently trying the brakes 
or using short bursts of acceleration to 
find out if and w hen the tires slip or spin . 
When they do. the driver must slow 
down and do all maneuvering with a de- 
licate touch — on the steering wheel, on 
the accelerator, and on the brake pedal 

Easton concluded: “The driver who 
understands how to improve traction 
and reduce risks stands the best chance 
of avoiding skid accidents on winter 
slick road surfaces.” 


Michigan residents and visitors were 
given a seasonal reminder today by 
State Police Director, Col Gerald L. 
Hough, about the potential danger to 
persons who venture onto thin ice on out- 
door water areas in early winter. 

Hough said Michigan water accident 
statistics in the past have shown that 
non-boating accidents each year include 
some deaths caused by falls through ice 
Because winter ice sometimes may 
look stronger than it is, Hough advised 
outdoor enthusiasts that ice thickness 


should be tested for safety where any 
doubt exists. Be wary of areas where 
moving water under ice may keep the 
ice surface dangerously thin, he added, 
pointing out that these unsafe spots 
generally would be on rivers or streams 
or over spring areas of ponds and at the 
inlet and outlet locations on lakes. 

In view of upcoming school vacations 
as well as at other winter times, Hough 
urged parents to be especially vigilant 
in warning children about outdoor ice 
dangers, suggesting supervision be pro- 


vided in play areas as necessary 

To safely bear the weight of indi- 
viduals or small groups of persons, out- 
door ice on lakes, rivers, ponds, etc., 
should be from two to four inches thick 
For heavier weights, such as snow- 
mobiles, thickness should range from 
five inches and up for protection pur- 
poses. 

Hough stressed that there should be 
provisions made for emergency rescue 
as part of any outdoor activity involving 
ice-covered w'ater areas.

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Property taxes 
high - here’s 
reasons why

Property tax bills can come as a shock, and when they do, property owners 
may not be sure what to do about them or where and how to protect them. 

A bill approved by the House and Senate would provide for more of this type of 
information to property owners. 

It would require assessors to send valuation notices to the owner of each parcel 
of property at least 10 days before the first meeting of the local board of review 
Notices would have to show the assessed valuation of the property for the year 
and for the previous year. 

It would also have to show the classification of the parcel, the schedule of 
meetings of the board of review, the state equalized valuation for the previous 
year, the tentative equalized valuation for the previous year, and the difference 
between them. 

The bill would require the assessor to figure the tentative equalized valuation 
by multiplying each assessment by the tentative equalization factor provided by 
county equalization directors from State Tax Commission data. 

The notice would have to explain the procedures for appealing assessments to 
the board of review and the State Tax Tribunal, how to claim credits against the 
state income tax for excess property taxes, and the requirements local govern- 
ments must meet if they wish to collect increased operating revenues brought 
about by increased assessments. 

The bill would also require the state to pay local governments on February 1 
forty cents for each assessment notice mailed in 1982, and enough to cover first 
class postage for each notice as of February 1 . Local governments would have to 
claim these reimbursements by March 1. 

What does all this mean to the taxpayer? 

It requires that assessment notices be sent to the owners of all property on the 
tax rolls. (Present law requires only that assessors mail notices to owners of 
property on which valuation has been increased.) 

The bill would ensure that taxpayers have timely information to prepare 
protests before local boards of review, and prevent ‘surprise” tax increases due 
to state equalized valuation adjustments. 

Local assessors would have to reveal the difference between their valuations 
and those arrived at through equalization, and prepare and explain why their 
assessments did not reach 50 percent of true cash value as required by law. 

Use of tentative equalized valuation is an important protection for property 
owners. Because official equalization takes place after boards of review have 
ceased to meet for the year, homeowners have lost the chance to protest tax 
increases to local officials. 

Most do nbt realize that they can protest assessments to the State Tax Tribunal 
before July 1. 

The best way to prevent surprise equalization tax increases is to require that 
notices containing all pertinent assessment and equalization information be sent 
to every property owner regardless of whether or not assessments have been 
increased.

21 deaths 

1980-81 was ‘bad year’ 
for snowmobilers 



Snowmobiling in Michigan in the 1980- 
81 winter season resulted in 21 deaths 
and 438 persons injured in 492 accidents, 
according to the State Police traffic ser- 
vices division summary. Annual aver- 
age in the period 1970-80 is 28 deaths. 

Compared with the previous season, 
the totals were a decrease of seven in 
deaths, and increase of 51 in the number 
injured and 77 in accidents. 

Registrations of snowmobiles in 
Michigan total about 467,036. Unknown 
is the number of machines which are 
operated on private property and re- 
quire no registration. 

Of the persons killed last season. 18 
were in the 10-44 age group while three 
were older. Of the number injured. 371 
were in the 1044 bracket.

ANTI-BRACE FOOD 


Kids have a way of des- 
troying the indestructable. 
Johnnie had a beautiful set 
of braces. Should have 
stayed in place until the 
day of reckoning. But 
Johnnie was a kid. It was a 
hot day and he was trying 
to break an ice cube with 
his teeth. Pop went the ice- 
cube — Pop went the 
braces! 

Of course, with the evi- 
dence gone (melted) and 
the braces in Johnnie's 
hand, it's easy to lay 
blame on the orthodontist 
for placing the braces on 
improperly. True, ortho- 
dontists are only human 
and this can happen — but 
most of the time, braces 
that come loose in treat- 
ment are not due to this 
factor, but rather to the 
type of food the patient 


eats (or tried to pulverize). 

Hard foods, like can- 
dies, French bread crusts, 
hard vegetables, ice 
cubes, etc. can all fracture 
the cement that holds the 
brace to the tooth thereby 
causing a loose brace. 
Sticky foods, like chewy 
candies can do the same 
thing. Special attention 
has to be paid to the kind 
of food eaten in order to 
preserve the braces and 
the teeth that the braces 
are hooked onto.

Exercise, conditioning needed 
before Winter Sports activity 


A full season of winter sports fun 
should be the reward for sports buffs 
who get a head start on conditioning 
their bodies, according to the Auto- 
mobile Club of Michigan 
“Cross-country and downhill skiing 
and other winter sports activities re- 
quire sports enthusiasts to get in shape 
before beginning these strenuous activi- 
ties,” stated Walter Zeiler. Auto Club s 
MemberLife manager ’ Lack of proper 
preparation could cause injuries severe 
enough to halt a person s w inter sports 
participation 

•Conditioning the muscles used in a 
particular sport is the best way to avoid 
injuries and work toward peak perform- 
ance,” Zeiler said. “Amateurs should 
not expect overnight results since 
world-class skiers often put in 15 years 
of work before qualifying for Olympic 
teams.” 

Cross-country skiing primarily is an 
endurance sport which requires 
strength and stamina It involves heavy 
use of arms and shoulders and the mus- 
cles which control the waist, abdomen, 
buttocks, calves and ankles 
“Jogging is a good conditioner for 


building up endurance for cross-country 
skiing,” Zeiler said 

Downhill skiing requires power, ba- 
lance and agility. It places the greatest 
stress on the waist . abdomen and thighs 

Leg strength is important to safe and 
skillful downhill and cross-country 
skiing. Fatigue reduces balance and 
agility and increases the odds for falls 
which may result in injury 

Auto Club recommends the following 
to prepare for both types of skiing and 
other winter activities 

• Push-ups for arms and shoulders 

• Sit-ups and side jumps for the waist 
and abdomen 

• Leg lunges and squats for buttocks. 

• Toe lifts for calves and ankles 

• Squats and side jumps for thighs. 

“Warm-up exercises are essential to 

relax muscles which naturally tense in 
cold weather,” explained Zeiler 
“Tensed muscles mean greater risk of 
injury, especially during the first few’ 
minutes of activity, and a lowered level 
of skill 


There is also the risk of overworking 
the heart when vigorous exercise is be- 
gun without a well-paced warm-up.” he 
added 

Experts recommend a few minutes of 
mild, large-muscle activities gradually 
increasing in intensity before strenuous 
workouts Muscle stretching also will 
help increase limberness and flexibility 
Stretches should be part of both warm- 
ups and cool-downs after sports activi- 
ties 

“Pushing a car out of a snow bank and 
shoveling snow are among winter activi- 
ties which can be strenuous and merit 
warm-up exercises.” said Zeiler Auto 
Club's Winter Energy Fun Guide shows 
that an hour of moving heavy, wet snow’ 
can require more energy than an hour of 
downhill skiing.” 

Winter sports wardrobes also should 
be shaped up” before activities are 
started Clothing should be targeted for 
maximum warmth and items should be 
lightweight and fit comfortably.

January surge in runaways expected

The traditional holiday season is not 
always a time of joy — for some youths, 
it is the climax of a simmering family 
crisis that prompts them to run away 
from home. 

Nationally, more than a million young 
people run away from home each year. 
The National Center for U S. Depart- 
ment of Public Health has estimated 
that at least one in every 10 children 
between ages 12 and 17 leaves home at 
some time. In Michigan, estimates are 
that at least 10.000 youngsters a year 
need help because they have run away 
from home, or are considering it They 
are cold, hungry and lost — perhaps in 
many ways. 

Barbara Morton, program director of 
RAP LINE, a 24-hour toll-free 
assistahce center for displaced youngs- 
ters, says she and her staff of counselors 
expect a surge in contacts from kids who 
have run away from home during or 
soon after the Christmas-New Year's 
Day break. Local runaway shelters deal 
with their heaviest caseloads during the 
first two weeks of January. 


For some children, this is the time 
when abuse or neglect problems reach a 
crisis because they are stuck in the 
home with the other family members for 
several days and have no escape, such 
as school.” Morton explained. 

The RAP LINE number is 1-800-292- 
4517. 

At least one of 14 staff counselors is on 
hand at all times to talk to youths, pa- 
rents. friends or other persons involved 
in or aware of family crises. The toll- 
free help is available for virtually any- 
one in Michigan, the first state to offer 
such a service 

The average age of a runaw ay child is 
15 years old The average time the chil- 
dren are aw ay from home is from three 
to four days — some youngsters return 
home almost immediately, though, and 
some never return home. 

“The more often a young person runs 
and the longer he or she is gone, the less 
likely it is that the child will return 
home,” Morton said. 

Runaway programs in Michigan do 
not aid in the breakup of families, she 
said. Although the first priority is to pro- 


tect the child, the next goal is to work 
toward reconciliation. 

“In Michigan, runaway programs 
have succeeded in returning about 85 
percent of the young people with whom 
they work to their homes,” Morton said. 
“Of the remaining 15 percent, many are 
running from homes that are less safe 
for them than the streets.” 

Surprisingly, she said, the RAP LINE 
receives very few crank calls Also in- 
teresting is the fact that about 40 percent 
of their contacts are from parents look- 
ing for their children, or from other 
adults, such as friends of the family or 
school counselors, who are worried ab- 
out conflict in a family they know. The 
rest of the calls have come from youngs- 
ters who are either thinking about run- 
ning away, or who have already left 
their homes. 

“We have gotten a lot of calls from 
kids who are potential runaways — they 
are unhappy with their situations at 
home because of emotional stress, 
actual abuse or perhaps perhaps be- 
cause a divorce is pending.” Morton 
said. 


“They want to leave home because 
they don’t feel they can cope with the 
situation, but they call us to see if there 
are any alternatives If they can t find a 
way to resolve or cope with the problem 
at home we can tell them where shelter 
and counseling is available. 

“We try to get communications going 
again, " she said But we also tell the 
people who call about the state Protec- 
tive Services program and that we are 
required by the Child Protection Act to 
reportet suspected abuse or neglect, if 
we have detailed information Often the 
caller wont give usidentifying informa- 
tion. 

“Some calls come from kids who have 
run already and they need food, shelter 
and support. We try to help them with 
their immediate needs by referring 
them to the local runaway shelter 
closest to them. 

“Adults also call us whose children 
have run. or who know about a child 
being abused and w r ant$ to find out w hat 
can be done to help the kid and the 
family.”

Garden Corner 


With Spring just 
around the corner, let’s 
look at some questions 
asked of Extension spe- 
cialists at Michigan State 
University: 

Q: The apple trees in 
my law-n are producing 
very poorly They’re 
plenty old enough to 
bear. I prune them and 
spray them for insects 
and diseases and water 
them during dry weath- 
er. What’s likely to be the 
problem ? 

A . Several possibilities 
come to mind Poor pol- 
lination may be the cul- 
prit, especially if all your 
trees are of the same 


variety Many apple 
trees require pollen from 
another variety to bear. 
Another possibility is 
that your trees may be 
getting too much nit- 
rogen If you’re dosing 
your lawn regularly, you 
may be promoting a 
great deal of vegetative 
growth in your apple 
trees at the expense of 
fruit production. Lawn 
fertilizers that contain 
herbicides — so-called 
weed-and-feed com- 
pounds — can be very 
rough on fruit trees, 
ornamental trees and 
shrubs and other plants 
that happen to take them 
up Do not use these com- 


pounds within the same 
zones of valuable plants. 

Q . I think I have some 
sort of disease problem 
running rampant 
through my house plants. 
I’ve already lost a couple 
of them, and more are 
looking sick It starts 
with a general wilt, as if 


the plants need water. 
Then the lower leaves 
turn yellow and fall off. 
Growth stops and even- 
tually the stems turn to 
mush and the whole plant 
dies. I haven’t moved my 
plants or changed the 
way I take care of them 
— what’s happening? 


A: If you’re still water- 
ing your plants as you did 
in the summer, they are 
probably getting too 
much water. Plants are 
growing less vigorous 
now because of the low 
natural light levels, and 
they just don’t need as 
much water as they did 


during the summer To 
dry out the soil, place 
plants in a sunny, warm 
area and don’t water 
again until the soil feels 
dry. If you’ve been 
watering by a schedule, 
abandon it and water 
only when the soil feels 
dry.

Veteran’s Health 
Care guidelines 
are announced 


The Veterans Administration 
announced proposed guidelines for car- 
rying out provisions of the Veterans 
Health Care. Training and Small Busi- 
ness Loan Act of 1981’ * which was signed 
into law last November 

The act. Public Law 97-72. authorized 
the Veterans Administration to provide 
certain health care services to any 
veteran of the Vietname Era (Aug 5. 
1964 — May 7. 1975) who. while serving 
in Vietnam, may have been exposed to 
dioxin or was exposed to a toxic subst- 
ance in a herbicide or defoliant used for 
military purposes 

The guidelines which VA will furnish 
to its medical facilities, on an interim 
basis, will be published in the 'Federal 
Register’’ and public comment will be 
invited. 

Health care services may not be pro- 
vided under this law. the guidelines 
point out, for the care of conditions 
which are found to have resulted from a 
cause other than the specified expo- 
sures. 

Health care services authorized under 
this provision of the law' are limited to 
lospital and nursing home care in VA 
facilities, and outpatient care in VA faci- 
lities on a pre- or post-hospitalization 
jasis or to obviate a need for hospitaliza- 
tion. These services will be provided 
without regard to the veteran’s age, ser- 
vice connected status or the inability of 
.he veteran to defray the expenses of 
such care. Veterans furnished outpa- 
ient care under this authority will be 
accorded priority ahead of nonservice- 
:onnected veterans and equal to former 
?OWs receiving care for nonservice- 
jonnected conditions. 

Congress made it clear that this law 
>rovides for health care only. A deter- 
nination that a veteran is eligible for 
luch care does not constitute a basis for 
ervice connection or in any way affect 
leterminations regarding service con- 
lection. 

VA guidelines provide also that a com- 
plete medical history, physical ex- 


amination and appropriate diagnostic 
studies will be developed for each veter- 
an who served in the Republic of Viet- 
nam and who requests VA medical care 

For those who have been examined 
within the prior six months, only those 
procedures which are medically indi- 
cated by the current circumstances will 
be repeated Where the findings reveal a 
condition requiring treatment, the re- 
sponsible staff physician shall make a 
determination as to whether the condi 
tion resulted from a cause other than the 
specified exposure. 

In making this determination, the 
physician will consider that the follow- 
ing types of conditions are not ordinarily 
considered to be due to such exposure : 

A . Congenital or developmental condi- 
tion. e g., spina bifida, scoliosis; 

B . Conditions which are known to have 
pre-existed military service; 

C. Conditions resulting from trauma, 
eg., deformity or limitation of motion of 
an extremity; 

D. Conditions having a specific and 
well established etiology, e g., tubercu- 
losis, gout; 

E. Common conditions having a well 
recognized clinical course, e g . inguin- 
al hernia, acute appendicitis. 

‘On occasion,” the guidelines con- 
tinue. “the responsible staff physician 
may find that a veteran requires care 
for one or more of the conditions listed 
( above) , but that the case presents com- 
plicating circumstances that make the 
provision of care under this authority 
appropriate. 

“In such instances, the .physician 
should seek guidance from the chief of 
staff regarding authorization for treat- 
ment. 

"If treatment is so authorized, the 
reasons will be clearly documented in 
the medical record. Veterans who are 
not provided needed medical care under 
this circular may be furnished care if 
they are eligible under any other statu- 
tory authority ”

Point won, Sheldon 

should wait till ‘83

In the case of unsuccessful Belleville City Council candidate, 
Steve Sheldon, the wheels of justice appear to move ever so 
slowly. Surely, he says, that if a wrong has been committed by a 
machine, humans should be able to correct it. 

And the evidence is preponderantly in his favor. 

The 27-year-old auto salesman attempted to gain a seat on 
Belleville’s City Council during last November’s General Elec- 
tion. He lost. However, he gathered enough courage to challenge 
the outcome of the election, arguing that one of the voting 
machines in City Hall had gone kaput. 

Sheldon felt — and county election officials later verified his 
theory — that the voting machine had determined the final 
tabulation of the election and not the voters. He asked for and 
received help from the Wayne County Elections’ Commission to 
inspect the machine. And the inspectors discovered that the 
machine, indeed, did not register any votes to his name after two 
votes were cast. 

A very sensitive issue. Unlike the machine, Sheldon didn’t cry 
“foul” , but pursued the matter in the right manner — he hired an 
attorney who led the unhappy candidate through the legalistic 
maze. 

However, despite the city’s embarrassment caused by the 
faulty machine, Sheldon learned that sometimes wrongs can’t 
be corrected in the name of justice. 

Sheldon urged council and was refused an opportunity to set in 
motion a “mini-election ’ ’ . Council and the city argued that only a 
court can force them to nullify the results of the election. 

With the ball back in Sheldon’s court, the young candidate 
decided that to carry the question to the courts would take weeks 
and even months. 

Possibly, even years. 

So he decided to drop the issue. We would like to commend him 
for his action. Although we agree that a machine has done him 
wrong, we believe a long court battle wouldn’t solve anything. 
After the legal questions are disposed of, there would still have to 
be an election. 

We feel that if he’s sincere — and we believe he is — that he 
wants to help the city, then he will have his opportunity in 1983 
when he can run for a council seat if he chooses.

Ex-Van Buren police chief 
comments on ‘ retirement * 


To My Many Friends and Supporters of Van Buren 
Township : 

Because of recent news articles of late (Ypsi Press 
& Detroit News), the Van Buren Special Board Meet- 
ing called to discuss the problem that l attended on 
Tuesday, I feel the need to clarify my position. My 
name continues to enter into the subject and con- 
troversy surrounding the Van Buren Police Depart- 
ment. 

On the information given to me by Police Commis- 
sioner Tom Welty and Commander Richard Debs, I 
did a pre-employment check — it revealed no criminal 
history. At that time, however. I was unaware that Mr. 
Debs could have another identity (per the Detroit 
News Article Sunday, 12/27/81). 1 now wonder if 1 was 
given all the pertinent information available at that 
time. 

My protest ( quoted in this same article) was that my 
hands were tied, the appointment of Mr. Debs was not 

the only problem . Let me explain The last Chain of 

Command Schedule that I received was as follows: 

1 — Supervisor Patricia Cullin, 

2 — Police Commissioner Tom Welty. 

3 — Deputy Police Commander Chester Wojie, 

4 — Commander Richard Debs and, finally 

5 — Chief George Montgomery. 

Any move that I made had to be approved by the 
above, continuously being bogged down by Politicians 
wanting to play Police. New schedules and reorga- 


nizations issued by the above appeared frequently 
without having ever consulted me. 

My frustrations brought me to the point of resigna- 
tion. and so I confronted Commissioner Welty and 
Commander Debs — they told me they would not 
accept it, wanted me to stay, said to keep my car, 
remain as Chief and collect my salary. This was not a 
solution to any problem as I saw it. 

To back up a bit, I had a bout with a virus last 
August, and since that time have had regularly sche- 
duled checkups. On my regular visit to my doctor, it 
was his opinion that I should cut my working hours . 

I stated that in my request for Retirement. 

Commissioner Welty was well aware of the long 
working hours that 1 was putting in between the two 
jobs. Speaking to Neighborhood Groups who were 
forming Neighborhood Watches, planning the forma- 
tion of the Reserves, serving on the Board of the Belle- 
ville Central Dispatch and various other meetings 
with groups and individual citizens as required of the 
Chief. 

My part-time job as Cheif was gradually becoming 
fulltime, along with my regular fulltime job. 

To dispel any other rumors, these are the reasons I 
requested my retirement.

I believe the readers of your paper 
in Van Buren Township have had 
their eyes opened to where they are 
totally capable of separating truth

Secondly, please do not expect me 
to respond to every insinuation or 
accusation made against those con- 
nected with the recall 

Again, many of these will be made 
intentionally by persons with vested 
interests and some will be made from 
a position of insufficient data 

In either case, our disagreement is 
with persons on the Board of Trus- 
tees and not with the citizens of Van 
Buren Township 

If there are people with legitimate 
disagreement with the recall, fine, 


they are entitled to their opinion and I 
will not engage in a verbal battle in 
the newspaper with those indi- 
viduals. 

No one, including myself, would 
reasonably expect one hundred per- 
cent support to any position they may 
take, and certainly there will be 
some who oppose the recall for one 
reason or another. 

The recall effort requires 1.096 
signatures to force an election and 
only a majority of the votes in the 
election to recall I believe the major- 
ity of the residents in Van Buren 
Township will make themselves 
heard on this issue in favor of recall- 
ing most of the members of the Board 
of Trustees 

Finally. I know the newspaper is 
knowledgeable on many of the issues 
over which this recall was initiated 
You have had conversations with 
many of the residents in our com- 


munity and know the seriousness of 
the problems which exist. With that 
in mind, 1 sincerely hope you will use 
some discretion and refuse to print 
that which you know to be false, in- 
accurate, or otherwise intended to 
discredit or damage either this effort 
or the reputations of those connected 
with this effort 

Now, in response to the letter They 
inquire as to w'hether the circulators 
intend to run for office There 
are currently about 75 persons circu- 
lating petitions and more requesting 
petitions each day I can truthfully 
say I have not asked if any of them 
intend to run for office if the recall is 
successful 

It is my understanding that should 
the recall succeed in removing suffi- 
cient members of the Board to render 
it incapable of action (less then a 
quorum) and therefore unable to 


appoint new members themselves, 
then the Governor would be asked to 
make the required appointments for 
an interim period of sixty (60) days at 
which time another election will be 
held to elect new officials. 

1 think it would be presumptious to 
assume that anyone connected with 
the recall might be able to predict 
who the Governor might appoint 
should he be required to do so. In the 
subsequent election, if required, the 
registered voters of Van Buren 
Township will be asked to choose 
from those candidates who have 
emerged and qualified themselves as 
candidates through the process 
established by law 

I believe any registered voter of 
Van Buren Township, except those 
just recalled, are eligible to qualify 
themselves as candidates for that 
election 


The rest of the questions asked by 
Mr. and Mrs. Daley appear to have 
been answered by them also. Not 
knowing where their information is 
coming from. I regard their answers 
as their opinion and they are entitled 
to that without comment from me. 
Each registered voter is entitled to 
an opinion in this matter That is the 
purpose and intent of the recall, to 
give them an opportunity to take 
another look at the decisions being 
made by those in office and to ex- 
press whether or not they still have 
confidence in the job they are doing 
If sufficient people sign the peti 
tions requesting the election, the 
election will be scheduled and at that 
time each registered voter will be 
able to voice his/her opinion.

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A plea to help

EDITOR — The 1981 holiday season 
may remind many of us that some 
things haven’t changed. This year, 
once again, we feasted upon a tradi- 
tional (arid probably lavish) turkey 
dinner, watched spectacular holiday 
parades, gathered around the televi- 
sion set to watch myriad football 
games and fought crowds in search 
of the perfect gift. 

Some things haven’t changed in 
other parts of the world either. This 
year, as in years past, people have 
been forced to flee their homelands, 
find shelter in crowded and unsanit- 
ary refugee camps and suffer the de- 
bilitating effects of malnutrition and

In the Northeast African nation of 
Somalia. Close to a million people are 
living in these camps. They are alive 
today because international relief 
agencies are providing them with the 
food, water and medical care they 
need to survive. 

But I am concerned about the de- 
pendency this assistance tends to 
create. 

The 1981 holiday season should re- 
mind many of us that it is time for 
some things to change. It is time to 
put an end to widespread hunger and 
to dependence upon daily shipments 
of food 

Some voluntary agencies such as 
Save the Children , have taken a giant 
step in this direction by providing the 
Somali refugees with the skills and 
resources they need and want to pro- 
vide for themselves. Instead of just 
handing out food, Save the Children 
is handing out techniques for grow- 
ing food ajid for planting seeds, trees 
and small-plot family gardents.

‘Sharky’s Machine ’ 
unveils Burt as director

There is a prevailing 
trend amongst Holly- 
wood’s big name actors 
these days to assert 
themselves behind the 
catheras as well as in 
front of them. 

Warren Beatty’s 
“Reds” has met with 
almost universal 
acclaim, not so much for 
his acting, but for his 
work in putting the pic- 
ture together. 

Burt Reynolds is 
another actor who is be- 
ginning to spend more 
arid more of his time 
directing movies. His 
latest effort, “Sharky’s 
Machine,” is one of those 
patented Reynolds’ ac- 
tion-thrillers which cata- 
polted the ruggedly 
handsome actor to star- 


dom a decade ago. 

Reynolds headlines as 
Detective Sharky, a no- 
nonsense cop who seems 
to have been cut from the 
same mold as Clint East- 
wood’s “Dirty Harry’ 
character. 

The film opens with 
Sharky pinning down 
Atlanta’s drug kingpin on 
a crowded thoroughfare, 
but is forced to blow him 
away at a high cost. Thus 
the police department 
kicks him downstairs to 
the vice squad. 

But that doesn’t stop 
Sharky and his 
machine’— which con- 
sists of his off-beat fellow 
detectives, Arch (Bernie 
Casey) and Nosh 
(Richard Libertini). 

Sure enough, Sharky 
finds himself hot on the 
trail of a drug crazed hit- 
man, who is linked to the 
deaths of Atlanta's high 
class call girls. 

There is also a political 
connection. It seems that 
Governor-elect Hotch- 
kins (Earl Holliman) has 
been spending time with 
Dominoe (Rachel Ward) , 
a $1,000 lady of the night

whom Sharky feels is the 
key to the whole case. 

Sharky eavesdrops on 
the lass and slowly be- 
gins to fall in love with 
her. But Sharky himself 
is in hot water 

Somebody in the de- 
partment is working for 
the bad guys, jeopardiz- 
ing Sharky, his 
machine,’ and Dominoe. 
So as is the case in this 
film genre, we get a fast- 
paced graphically vio- 
lent showdown. 

“Sharky’s Machine” is 
a good film which shows 
off Burt’s burgeoning ta- 
lents as a director. We 
also get a glimpse at 
Burt’s soft-side again, 
which seems particular- 
ly endearing in this type 
of offering, considering 
the carnage around him. 

Rachel Ward makes a 
nice debut as the sultry 
Dominoe. Rachel seems 
to possess the essential 
qualities that made Les- 
ley Anne Down and Jane 
Seymour (two of her Brit- 
ish colleagues) popular 
on both sides of the 
Atlantic.

For those of you in the 
same position as myself, 
a “rollover” is a re- 
investing of money at the 
time of maturity. “Rol- 
lover” is also the name of 
the new Film about the in- 
ternational world of 
banking and finance star- 
ring Jane Fonda and Kris 
Kristofferson. 

If you are not a finan- 
cial wizard going into the 
film, rest assured you 
won’t be one going out, 
and if you’re just looking 
for a good film, this par- 
ticular rollover pays few 
dividends. 

This is one of those in- 
ternational conspiracy 
thrillers that starts off 
friendly enough and then 
builds to a paranoia of 


epic proportions. If 1 told 
you exactly what the con- 
spiracy was, it would 
give away the hinge on 
which the tension rests, 
and which the first hour 
and a half of the film 
spends in trying to make 
us nervous. 

By the time the final 
criminal conspiracy is 
unraveled, it’s not only a 
bit too economically 
esoteric, but something 
of an anti climax. 

There is. of course, 
your much more basic 
kind of villain, the knife- 
wielding. black-leather- 
gloved murderer, but 
even his tension is short- 
lived. Then, after all the 
intricacies of the plot 
have finally been re- 
vealed, the ending of the 
film is a strange kind of 


sci-fi-nancial doomsday 
that somehow doesn’t fol- 
low the tone of all that 
precedes it, and whose 
only message is “Beware 
of Arabs who buy gold.” 

This kind of film is 
what Jane Fonda does 
best, and could easily 
have been called “The 
Arab Syndrome.” She 
plays her part well, but 
the script simply doesn’t 
have the structure and 
immediate appeal. 

Director Alan J. Paku- 
la does the best with what 
little he has (including 
some elegant circular 
camera movements), 
but Kristofferson comes 
off the worst. 

He is a banker who 
plays it all as though 
someone starched his 
Brooks Brothers Suit.

Local New Rock bands impress 


RETRO / TRAINABLE 
“Double Take” 

(Transcity) 

Two of Detroit’s finest New Rock bands, Retro and 
Trainable, have put out one of the best local releases 
in. . . well, maybe ever. Each band gets one side, and 
both are equally impressive over the space of the three 
songs they’re represented by. 

First up is Retro (whose single was reviewed here 
some months ago) . with “My Heaven,” which 1 think is 
one of the best cuts here. Good lyrics, a sturdy , express- 
ive rhythm section, and particularly great guitar play- 
ing make this one a winner from the first beat. 


“Motivation Travel” seems ideally suited for radio 
airplay, as it has a distinct commercial sound to it. even 
while sticking to aesthetic principles (no easy feat, 
that) . The last cut on side one is “Beat My Heart,” and 
while it’s a good song and all. the thing that stands out te 
the production effects that takes Martin Bandyke’s 
drumming out of the studio and puts it right next to you , 
in such a weird sort of way that at first I thought the 
record was scratched ! 

Trainable, which also has a real good single available 
at better record stores everywhere, also fares well on 
their second recording venture. Like Retro, Trainable 
also takes their cue from the Joy Division school of rock 

“Urban Life,” the first cut, is a minor epic of sorts- 


kind-of like Bruce Springsteen with brain damage. John 
Erskine’s vocals are top notch, and are complimented 
by Mark Duffy’s nifty guitar effects. 

“Postcards Condensed (The Terrorist Falls In 
Love)” is just plhin weird (which isn't to say bad. Just 
weird). What follows is my favorite cut here, “I Hate 
Science.” 

Since it’s also the most “traditional” rock song here 
stylewise— it’s guitar dominated- I guess that says 
something about my taste. .

This bit of miscellanea I write each week (titled “potpourri” because it 
means just that — a miscellaneous collection; a medley) gives me the oppor- 
tunity to expound on just about any subject. But, I ’ll be the first to admit that it 
was never intended to include advice to the lovelorn, the harried, the befud- 
dled , the woebegone . That sort of psychological matter w r ill be left to the Joyce 
Brotherses, the Abigail Van Burens. the Ann Landerses, the Masters-and- 
Johnson duos. 

BUT — when a letter full of disillusion and frustration comes across this 
desk with the request. “Please, Mrs. Smith, perhaps YOU can get across to 
parents what so many of us babysitters can t seem to do ourselves , ’ ’ the least I 
can do is let “it” speak for itself. 

It seems this particular young lady has been having a hard time of it on the 
sitter-scene and here are her admonitions, in her own words; 

“Please tell people hiring babysitters that we know times are tough but we 
have expenses, too, and a dollar sure doesn’t buy much of anything anymore. 
If people can spend money to go out, they should be able to pay their sitter a 
decent hourly rate.

I never got one 
cent extra for those extra kids either I feel they should check w ith me first 
and, if I say it’s all right, then they should also pay me at least half again as 
much for the other kids. 

I don’t like “maid service” to be expected either L’vc cashed up a few 
dishes that were left in the sink, I don’t mir.u lhat at all But when someone 
leaves a sinkful and says, “Would you mind doing up a few dishes. I don’t like 
that at all ! I do pick up and straighten up the rooms after the children are in 
bed but I’m NOT there to clean bouse! 

It also makes me mad ( and I get worried , too) when people don *t come home 
when they SAY they’ll be home If there’s a reason they’re going to be late, 
why don’t they call I don’t sit on school nights anymore because this hap- 
pened too many times and I, too. need my sleep 

1 guess the w orst thing that ever happened, though, was when it was time for 


me to be taken home one night, the parents came home pretty “high” and 
wanted to drive me home. That was the one time (my mother says) that I used 
my head I wouldn’t let either one drive me and called my dad instead I guess 
I don’t have to tell you I was never allowed to sit for that family again 

This might sound like a minor complaint to some people but it’s about time 
we babysitters spoke up There’s no sense writing to Dear Abbey since a lot of 

people don t get that paper But since most of these people live in ( edited . 

but let’s say “in this area”). I hope they’ll see this in the local paper and 
realize how we sitters feel about them. 

I sure hope you'll be able to print this and I thank you for’listening P S 1 
really like “potpourri.” 

Well — mamas and daddies of the world, those of you with youngsters still 
needing babysitters — there it is! She has a point, (or two or three) doesn't 
she? And if you've a good sitter and don’t want to lose her (or him) , take heed ! 

IF YOUR F AMILY is big on vegetables (as we are in the Smith fold ) . you’re 
probably always looking for new and better ways to serve those green and 
yellow goodies. Spices and herbs are two easy ways of doctoring up dishes 
without going through a lot of trouble They’re also super helpers for meat, 
fish, cheese and seafood fixin’s. 

And, in keeping with the story on Indoor Herb Gardens (which you’ll find 
elsewhere in the Suburban Living Section), w’e’re including a “glossary” of 
uses for the herbs you’ll be growing throughout the winter 

This is one of those bits you might want to clip and tuck away for future 
reference Pasting it to the inside cover of a favorite cookbook would be the 
ideal place to find it whenever you’re ready to dress up ’ a basic green bean, 
carrot, cabbage, asparagus, whatever 

When cooking with your homegrown fresh herbs, use two to three times as 
much as you would with dried herbs Basil, known as the tomato herb 
because it tastes so good in tomato dishes, is used in all types of Italian 
recipes It also goes well with seafood, fish. lamb, cheese, eggs. peas, potatoes 
and tossed green salad 

Parsley is used to season a wide range of foods meat, poultry, fish, cheese 
dishes, most vegetables, eggs and soups Chervil tastes good with egg and 
cheese dishes, chicken, peas, cream soups and tossed salads and is used 
frequently to season butter sauces, especially those for fish For variety, add 


chervil to cottage cheese, omelets and scrambled eggs 

Chives add flavor to omelets, salads, soups and sauces; in butler, they give 
a light pungency to fish without overpowering its flavor Finely chopped 
chives can be mixed with cottage cheese and cream cheese and, in sour 
cream, they make a special topping for potatoes or a nice dip for chips or 
pretzels. 

Rosemary, traditionally associated with meat dishes (especially lamb), 
can be used successfully in cheese sauces, cream sauces for seafood, poultry 
stuffing, potatoes and cauliflower 

An excellent blend for seasoning many foods is created by mixing the 
appropriate herb with butter. Simply melt or whip the butter and herb 
together Begin with *4 teaspoon herb for every »4 cup (or half stick) butter 
Add more seasoning as your taste determines

Try an indoor herb garden 
for fingertip seasonings 


Fresh herbs, once found only in gour- 
met foods. now are adding their unique 
flavors to more ordinary fare, thanks to 
the growing interest in growing your 
own And herb gardens, once found only 
outdoors in the summer, have found 
their way onto windowsills every- 
where. providing a unique decorative 
touch as well as fresh seasonings 

If you can keep a spider plant alive, 
you can grow a windowsill herb garden 
Many of the herbs that grow well in- 
doors. for example, basil, parsley and 
chives, can be started easily from seeds. 
Herb seeds are available at farm and 
garden stores, some nurseries and 
through seed catalogues With other 
herbs, such as rosemary and sage, it’s 
best to start w ith small plants which can 
be purchased at special herb nurseries 
and some greenhouses. 

Most herbs can be grown successfully 
in regular sterilized potting soil, but sug- 
gestions for extra soil ingredients are 
given with the cultivation instructions. 
No drainage material, such as gravel, is 
needed . Plastic pots with drainage holes 
and saucers are preferable to clay pots 
because they are lighter, hold moisture 
better and don’t leave water rings on 
your shelves or windowsill Most herb 
plants need to have their soil kept moist. 

They also need sunlight, so select a 
window where they will get plenty. You 
can place the pots on the sill, plant 
stands and shelves. Hanging them from 
the ceiling or window' frame creates a 
natural curtain. Glass shelves across 
the window, supported by inexpensive 
brackets, give more room for your herbs 
while allowing light to enter. Just make 
sure that in winter the plants aren't ex- 
posed to a chill by sitting too close to the 
pane. 

When your plants are mature, harvest 
the fresh herbs by cutting off short 
pieces of several branches instead of 
one entire branch This helps maintain 
the plant s attractive shape 
BASIL SEED SPROUT IN FIVE DAYS 

Basil is one of the easiest herbs to 
grow. The variety called Dwarf or 
French Basil. Ocimum basilicum mini- 
mum, has the best flavor To start basil 
from seeds, fill two-inch pots halfway 
with soil, and place three seeds on the 
surface in each pot. Cover with one- 
fourth inch soil, pressed firmly, or with 
a thin layer of milled sphagnum moss to 
prevent drying. Place the pots in bright, 
reflected sunlight, in an area where the 
temperature is above 70 degrees F at all 
times during the five days it takes the 
seeds to germinate. Be sure to keep the 
soil moist 

When the seedlings have four leaves, 
transplant them together to larger pots, 
supporting their spindly stems with soil 
up to the first pair of leaves. Place them 
in partial sunlight, and keep them w arm 
— above 60 degrees F When they have 
six leaves, pinch off the top two When 
the two resulting branches have four 
leaves, pinch off the top two of each 
branch Continuing to remove the top 
leaves in this manner will produce a full. 


well-shaped plant When the small 
plants become crowded, transplant the 
healthiest to their ow n pots 

Basil plants grow' best in partial sun- 
light; for best flavor, do not fertilize. 
When they are a foot tall, you may begin 
harvesting. Pick basil from the top so it 
doesn’t go to seed 

PARSLEY AND CHERVIL 

Parsley and chervil, a member of the 
parsley family, are cultivated in the 
same manner Before starting parsley 
and chervil seeds, soak them for 24 
hours in lukewarm water to help ger- 
mination Fill a large pot, at least six 
inches in diameter and six inches deep, 
with sterilized soil, or for best growth, a 
mixture containing equal parts soil, 
peat moss and perlite. Place no more 
than eight seeds on the soil’s surface, at 
least an inch from the rim and each 
other. Cover with one-eigth inch soil, 
pressed lightly, or one-fourth inch sand 
or milled sphagnum moss. 

Place in bright, reflected sunlight in a 
warm (70 degrees F or more) place. 
Keep soil moist by filling the pot ’s sauc- 
er with water. The seeds will germinate 
within two to four weeks. As the seedl- 
ings grow, support their thin stems with 
additional soil 

Leave all the plants in the same pot . as 
transplanting could damage their roots. 
Parsley and chervil need some direct 
sunlight every day and should be wa- 
tered w hen their soil has dried out half- 
way down the pot. You may harvest 
three months after they sprout For 
peak flavor, start new' plants every six 
months. 

HARVESTED CHIVES GROW BACK 
QUICKLY 

Chives grown from seeds taste better 
than any you can buy at the grocery 
store. Start the seeds in moist soil, sand, 
vermiculite or milled sphagnum moss in 
two-inch pots Cover them with one- 
fourth inch of the growing medium, keep 
them moist and warm, and place in par- 
tial sunlight The plants will emerge in 
10 to 21 days. When they are two inches 
tall, transplant the healthiest six to a 
four-inch pot filled with soil mixed with 
a little sand or vermiculite. 

Within three to six months you’ll be 
able to harvest them. Simply cut the 
tops to within three inches of the soil 
They will grow back quickly, and with 
proper care, the plants will live for 
several years. 

Sage is best grown from nursery 
plants The smaller varieties look most 
attractive in the house Due to spindly 
stems, sage often will trail, making it a 
good plant for a hanging basket Plant in 
a mixture of two parts soil , one part peat 
moss an one-half part perlite Sage 
grows best in partial sunlight 

Rosemary, with its curved, needle- 
like leaves and piney aroma, will live 
indoors for years Select rosemary 
plants at a nursery by tasting the leaves, 
which should be mild in flavor. Trans- 
plant to soil containing some vermicu- 
lite Keep rosemary moist at all times or 
it will die

I’d 
rather have several 12-point players, 
playing good defense, than one flashy 
player collecting a whole lot of points. 

“Of course, players have different 
skills and are talented in different areas 
of the game so you try to utilize their 
ability to the fullest benefit of the team . ’ ’ 

And it definitely is “the team” that 
Thomann thinks of first. “I don’t care 
how good a scorer a player is, or how 
talented, he must blend his talents into 
the flow of the team so everyone be- 
nefits.” 

Thomann was happy with his team’s 
fine comeback against Canton in its only 
loss of the season . “We came back in the 
Canton game from a 12-point deficit to 
finally take the lead in the last quarter, 
but they scored right away and won the 
game. We fought back but didn’t quite 
have enough to pull out the victory. It 
will be interesting to see how our players 
respond in future games.” 

Thomann feels for this year’s Salem 
cage squad to reach its potential the 
players must do several things.
